The Board of Public Improvements held 
a session Tuesday morning at which the 
question of using alum in the filtration of 
the water supply of St. Louis was the 
subject of keen controversy among the 
members. 
City Counselor Bates forwarded an opin- 
ion to the effect that the recent action 
taken by Commissioners ‘lad, Hermann 
and Varrelmann in approving the filtration 
ordinance without walting for the vote 
of Park Commissioner Hidgely was irreg- 
ular, but not necessarily fatal so far as 
affecting the legal merits of the ordinance 
as presented. 
Water Commissioner Flad expects the 
city to dade fate $89,000 for a filtration 
pliant. ere is already pending before 
the Municipal Assembly an ordinance pro- 
viding for two processes of clarifying the 
water supply. One is by coagulation, in 
which alum would have to be used, the 
other by draining off the water in the 
reservoirs from the tops through weirs 
and bypasses until it reaches gradual puri- 
fication. 
TIarbor Commissioner Whyte proposed 
that these two propositions, which are 
conte®ed in the same ordinance be sep- 
arated, his object being to present that 
which omits the use of alum, 
Mr.. Varrelmann stated that a resolution 
was before the Council calling on that 
body to return the ordinance to the board, 
and that pending action upon it’ he would 
vote against Mr. Whyte’s motion. 
The board was divided three and three, 
Mr. Phillips and Mr. Ridgley voting with 
the harbor commissioner. 
Water Commissioner Fiad is determined 
to have filtration. In conversation with 
President Phillips of the Board of Public 
Improvements Mr. Flad declared that. he 
ee dto force this measure, if pos-

President Phillips asked him why he was 
so insistent, and suggested that his term 
would soon expire and there would be 
no one to carry out his ideas. 
“Wellt,”’ Mr. Filed is reported to have 
replied, ‘“‘IT have been at this matter ever 
since Mayor Wells came into office. I sub- 
mitted the matter to the mayor on several 
oceasions and he took very kindly to it. 
He thought filtration was the proper thing. 
“Suddenly, however, the mayor changes 
hic mind and pays no more attention to 
my: suggestions. 
“Now I want to put the mayor on record 
and, if this bill goes through, to give him 
a chance to veto it.”’

INTERESTING TESTIMONY IN LEE 
MERIWETHER’S SUIT. 


QUESTION OF BARTER AND SALE 


This Is the Evidence of Harry B. 
Hawes Regarding the Proposed 
Deal Which It Was Sought 
to Make With the 
Democrats. 


An interesting chapter of local political 
history is developing in the depositions 
now being taken before Commissioner P. 
B. Kennedy, as a preliminary to the 
trial of the libel suit of Lee Meriwether 
against the St. Louis Republic, which re- 
sulted from the publication of an article 
written by Meriwether on the subject of 
the recent fusion plans of the Public Own- 
ership and Republican parties. 

The initial testimony heard Monday dis- 
closed chiefly that Meriwether attempted 
fusion, not only with the Republicans but 
Democrats as well, and that in one of the 
Democratic conferences Ed Butler was 
selected as the mediator. 

The principal witnesses examined were 
Harry B. Hawes and William A. Rothwell, 
chairman of the Democratic state com- 


mittee. 

Mr. Rothwell’s testimony told of tne 
visits which Col. Butler had m:-2de to him 
with regard to the placing of three Dem- 
ocratic supreme judge nominees on the 
Municipal Ownership ticket.

by Meriwether to Butier at the iatters 
residence. 

Butler outlined the Meriwether plan to 
the state committee. 

Mr. Rothwell declared that he understood

Mr. Hawes’ testimony established that if 
& certain sum was ~ up the 
oe people would support the Demo- 
cratic judicial candidates. 

“It was a mere question of barter and 
sale with Mr. Meriwether,’ testified Mr. 
Hawes. “If we had put up $3000 I suppose 
we could have gotten his support. We 
didn't have the money and we did not enter 
into negotiations with Mr. Meriwether.”’ 

Mr. Meriwether conducted his side of the 
examination. He sought to prove that the 
Democratic committee had interfered with 
the fusion plans of the Public Ownership 
ani Republican parties by dictating the 
judges and clerks. 

Most of the testimony along this line was 
ruled out. 

Judge Talty, to whom the matter was 
referred, Tuesday morning overruled the 
commissioner who decided during the ex- 
amination that Mr. Hawes should an- 
swer a question put by Meriwether as to 
whether the Democratic state committee 
had requested the election commissioners 
to do all in their power to defeat the 
Republican-Public Ownership fusion plans 
by securing the appointments of certain 
judges and clerks. 


IMPORTANT INSURANCE RULING 


Judge Wood Makes a Ruling on Fra- 
ternal Association Insurance 
Which Will Establish a 
Precedent. 


Judge Wood of the circuit court, In dis- 
missing the bill of the plaintiff in the 
case of Anna Ohmeyer vs. the Supreme 
Forest Woodmen's Circle of Omaha yester- 
day afternoon, handed down an opinion in 
which he holds that foreign beneficiary 
associations, under the present statutes, 


are not subject to the general insurance 
laws of Missouri. 

He also held that the section of the 
Statute in the general insurance law of 
Missouri, which provides that no misrepre- 
sentvations made in procuring insurance 
shali be deemed material, unlcss the mat- 
ter misrepresented contributed to the death 
of the beneficiary, did not apply. 

The Supreme Forest Woodmen’s Circle of 
Omaha is a fraternal insurance organiza- 
tion incorporated under the laws of Ne- 
braska and authorized to do business in 
this state. 

Mary Geraghty of St. Louis secured ad- 
m.ssion to the organization and took out 
a policy for §2000, which she made payable 
to Holger F. Ohmeyer, who, later, assigned 
it to his wife, Anna Ohmeyer. 

After Mary Geraghty’s death the organ- 
ization refused to pay the policy on the 
grounds that its issuance had been obtained 
by false representations. The defendant 
alleged that Mary Geraghty claimed to be 
in good health when initiated and shortly 
after died of consumption. She also repre- 
sented that none of her relatives were sub- 
ject to consumption, although her sister, 
Ka.e, died of the disease. 

Judge Wood held that the case at bar 
was governed by the decision of Aloe vs. 
the Mutual Reserve Life Assoe.ation (147 
Mo., page 165), wherein it was declared 
that where, by the terms of the certificate, 
the representations are made a warranty, 
then such representations, whether ma- 
terial or immaterial, if untrue, avoid the 
policy. The plaintiff, in an effort to prove 
that the defendant company was subject 
to-the general insurance law of Missouri, 
cited the decision of Judge Marshall of the 
Supreme Court in the case of Kern vs 
the Supreme Council of the American 
Legion of Honor, tn which Judge Mar- 
shall decided that foreign beneficiary as- 
sociations were subject to the general in- 
surance laws of the state. 

Judge Wood, in his ruling, decided that 
the present act of the legislature relative 
to beneficiary associations, which its in- 
corporated in the revised statu es of 1899. 
repealed the law of 1889 under which Judge 
Marshall made his decision and exemp!ed 
All foreign beneficiary associations from 
the insurance law of Missouri. He held 
that Mary Geraghty, having In her appli- 
cation stated that none of her relatives 
had died of consumntion, and it being 
proven that her sister, Kate, died of that 
malady. under the terme of the 
certificate sued upon this representation 
was a warranty and material: being false, 
{t rendered the policy null and void. 

The case will probably be app: ‘aled 
furnish a precedent.

mitted suicide in St. Paul Saturday night, 
and addressed to whom the suicide left an 
affectionate note, has been a resident of 
Boise, Iduho, since last August. 

Miss Miller is 30 years of age and wrote 
a history of the police and fire depart- 
ments of St. Paul and did work of the 
Salt Lake Herald during the political cam- 
paign of 1900. She is now writing a novel. 
She -will leave this afternoon for St. Paul. 
She 4s a woman of independent means. 

A dispatch from Bois, published here, 
quotes iss Mueller as saying: 

“Jim wrote me under date of Oct. 16, 
stating he had given up all hope and was 
out oa work.

ANN ARBOR, Oct. 21.—If ability to 


score points makes a champion football 
eleven, Michigan University is surely the 
leading team of the whole country. 

In five games played this season against 


teams of average caliber, the Wolverines 
have rolled up a grand total of 238 points. 
There {s no approach to this phenomena! 
scoring to be found In the eastern fled. 
Yale’s 183 in seven games, two more than 
have been played by Michigan, is the best 
of the big eastern eleven's scoring work. 

The nearest approach to Michigan's tota! 
was made by Illinois University, which tal- 
lied 227 points in seven games. I!linols fat- 
tened its list, however, at the expense of 
several high school teams and its show!ng 
oer to be classed with that of Michi- 

In defensive work Michigan on paper 
appears quite as far advanced as the other 
teams. But six points have been tallied 
against Yost’s aggregation, and that score 
would never have been made had Sweeley 
been in the game against Case Univer- 
Sity’s eleven, when the touchdown was 
made. But for that fluke, Michigan would 
have a clean record. 

All of the teams of importance in the 
country have been scored against this = a- 
son. Yale, hawever, has the best defensive 
record of the Fastern aggregations. and is 
probably the only team in the country that 
can compare with the Michigan agg:egation 
in defensive work.

POOLROOMS ARE 


BY MEANS OF HANDBOOKS 


AUNNING. OPE 


Concern on 8th Street Takes 
in $1900 in One Day. 


IN VIOLATION OF THE LAW 


MANY BETTING PLACES CONDUCT 
BUSINESS SECRETLY. 


Detective Thomas McGrath Has 
Charge of a Squad of Men Whose 
Duty Is Suppression of All 
Forms of Gambling. 


. St. Louis has again become infested with 
the poolroom evil. The word *‘poolroom,”’ 
however, has been eliminated for the less 
pretentions title of ‘‘handbook making,”’ a 
scheme of gambling on the races which is 
carried out under the very eyes of the po- 
lice. 

In only slight details is the “‘handbook’”’ 
different from the poolroom. 

In the latter tickets are issued, while the 
patrons of the handbook receive no such 
aesurance that they will be able to cash 
their tickets in the event of making a 
winning. 

The handbook patrons—and they are just 
as numerous as those that ever frequented 
the poolrooms—trust to the integrity of the 
bookmaker, who inscribes their names, bet 
and other memoranda on a slip of paper. 

Probably a half a dczen handbooks are 
secretly .operated, while four are being 
conducted openly, one at 28-1-2 North 
Fighth street, another at 613 Chestnut 
street, one at Third and Chestnut streets 
and a fourth at 209 North Seventh street. 


OPEN AT 9 O’CLOCK., 

Usually the handbooks begin operation at 
9 o'clock in the morning and continue until 
5 p. m. Some do not open until 1 o’clock. 

During these hours there is a constant 
stream of bettors. 

Cook's place is supposed to be conducted 
on moral lines. At least the manager, 
Frank Phillips, will tell you this. Mr. Phil- 
lips says that it has been his chief aim to 
bar all minors and to refuse to accept bets 
from persons earning a salary of less than 
$1000, a year. 

In other words, if you are 21, or over, 
and get the above salary mark, you can 
bet as freely and as generously as you lige 
at Mr. Cook's place. 

Cook's customers say he is ‘fon’ the 
square,’’ that he never ‘throws down” any- 
body. 

By this last phrase ts meant that if you 
win at Cook’s you are always certain to 
have your ticket cashed; no controversy 
is forced, and the books are kept with with 
conscientious correctness. 


RECEIPTS OF A DAY, $1900. 

An idea of the money which the hand- 
books are taking from their patrons may 
be had from the statement that oné day 
last week Cook’s total receipts for the day 
amounted to $1900. 

Of this sum $1650 constituted net profits, 
while the balance of $200 went to the ‘‘sure 
thing’’ plungers. 

Cook's expenses are light. His head- 
quarters are back of the billiard hall on 
Kighth street, and a cashier is always 
there to receive your bet. 

In case a dectective is hanging around— 
and one usually is, for what purpose no one 
knows—you will be escorted to a side room, 
where the wager is made. It is estimated 
that handbooks cost St. Louis clerks and 
men of moderate salaries, who compose the 
chief clientele of the places, about $3000 a 
day. 

From these figures it will be seen that in 
one year the -“thandbooks’’ would divert 
from legitimate channels over $1,000,000. 

Detective Thomas McGrath has charge 
of a squad of men, whose specific and prac- 
tically exclusive duty ts the suppression of 
all forms of gambling. 

This order, issued by Chief Kiely three 
months ago, applies with especial emphasis 
to the iniquitous handbook operators, 

McGrath has been making daily reports 
to Chief Kiely on this subject and the re- 
ports elaborate very strongly on policy 
shops, crap giames, etc. 


“NOTHING DOING.”’ 

On Oct. 20 Mr. McGrath called Chief 
Kiely’s attention to the policy shops which 
he had raided. 

In the same letter he said: 

“There was nothing doing in the hand- 
book line Saturday.”’ 

The handbooks were running @s usual Sat- 
urday, and money was lost and perhaps a 
little won in them by those who took 
chances. | 

Chief of Police Kiely was asked by the 
Post-Dispatch if he knew of the existence 
of “handbooks” in 8t. Louis. He replied 
that he did not. 

“Does Detective McGrath make any re- 
port on them?’ 

“Well, he does,”’ answered the chief, “‘but 
it is hard to make a case against them. 
The chief further eaild that Cook's place 
had been reported. 

President Hawes of the board of police 
commissioners stated that McGrath was 
made chief of the gambling squad because 
he was highly recommended to the board. 

“Chief Desmond,” said Mr. Hawes, ‘‘told 
me that he was one of the best men. We 
need a good man for this work, and so 
McGrath was selected. 

“About the handbooks I know nothing, 
but I should judge !t would be extremely 
difficult to make a case against them. 

It is true the operation of them is just as 
illegal as are poolrooms. 

“They are punishable just the same as 
poolrooms under the law. I realize, too, 
that they can accomplish just as much 
harm.”

After the Manufacture of 
His Plow Which He Says 
Is a Wonder. 


Forty-eight years of married life—quiet 
and peaceful, have come to Dr, R. J. Gat- 
ling, inventor of the Gatling gun that has 
taken life from millions. He will cele- 
brate the anniversary of his marriage Fri- 
day in 8t. Louls. 

He is here because of business connected 
with the manufacture of his motor plow— 
the child of his old age, that will do a 
work oy peace and not of war. 

Forty-eight years ago, Oct. 24, Dr. Gat- 
ling was married in Indianapolis to Miss 
Saunders, daughter of Dr. Saunders, one 
of the best-known physicians at that time 
in Indianapolis. Their wedding day was 
a typical October day, with all the bright- 
ness of Indian summer. Af er the mar- 
riage Dr. Gatling and his bride went on 
a long journey to visit Dr. Gatling’s moth- 
er, at the old homestead in Hertford Coun- 
ty, North Carolina, where Dr. Gatling was 
born. 


Gatling was instrumental in the promot- 
ing and building of many of the Indianap- 
olis railroads and the Indianapolis Board 
of Trade. 


First Gun Made 

in Hartford, Conn. 

From Indianapolis, Dr. Gatling went to 
Hartford, Conn., where his first Gatling 
gun was manufactured. Since then they 
have been made in many parts of the world, 
especially since the patent expired. 

‘Some places they are called rapid-fire 
guns,"’ says Dr. Gatling, “‘but the prin iple 
remains the same as that of the Gatling 
gun. During a rebellion of the half-breeds 
lin Canada some years after the'r invent!°n 
|I sent a man by the rane of Graham with 
isome of them to the Canadian offic's'!s. Th 
guns were so successfu! that the) gave Gra 
ham much praise and honor—gave him 
some kind of an office too. 

D-. and Mrs. Gatling have threee children 
al of whom live tr > w Yor’ “hes ve 
also three grandchildren. Thelr oldes 
daughter, Ida, who is now Mrs. Pentec st, 
has a daughter 18 vears old. Their sons ate 
Richard H. an4 Robert B. Recause of th Ir 
children. Dr. and Mre. Gatling now make 
their home tn New York. 

Dr. Gatling thinks that In a few yerrs 
New York wl! be the lead'ne city Ip the 
world. He thinks that London's precedence 
now lies principally tn population. 


Plow Will Work 
Revolution in Farming. 
Dr. Gatling expects the plow upon which 
he is now working to revolutionize farming. 
“My plow will not only plow, but it 
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one-fourth of the usual cost of planting,’ 
said he. 

His plow will be run by a gasoline en- 
gine of sufficient power to propel the 
plow at any desired depth down to 12 
inches. Where it is used fewer horses and 
mules will be requtred. 

Dr. Gatling expects to have his plow 
in operation in about three weeks. 

“I have been much hindered by the 
slowness of mechanics—or of those having 
the mechanics employed. Were that not 
the case my plow would be in operation 
now.” 

Dr. Gatling's wife writes all his letters 
for him at his dictation. He thinks that 
the work of women in the world is not 
properly recognized. 

“Of all the monuments in Washington. 
I have yet to see one that has been erected 
to a woman. Thousands of dollars are 
appropriated yearly by the government for 
the building of monuments, but none are 
for women. That is not right. They do 
the most for the country,” he declared. 


Dr. Gatling Strong 

for Women’s Rights. 

“I think it is a shame that they are 
riot allowed to vote. Negroes, ignorant 
foreigners and others are allowed to vote, 
but not women. I think they should be 
given every right that men have, especially 
in regard to salaries. In Washington 
women who do the same work that men 
do are given about two-thirds the salary. 
I do not ses justice in that.”’ 

Dr. Gatling was never in battle himself, 
although so many of his guns have been. 
He had smallpox early in his life. That 
left him near-sighted, although today he 
is able to read without glasses. His motto 
in Iffe is: “Be g'ad and don't worry.”’ 

“Worry and fret have killed more men 
in the world than all the guns,’ says this 
thinker out of killing machines. 

Dr. Gatling is much interested in the 
progress of the World's Fair, and hopes 
that St. Louis will make a good showing 
at that time. 

Although a Southerner by birth, he has 
lived in the East long enough to want io 
do things after the fashion of the Kast— 
quickly. He complains some of the slowness 
of St. Louis, but add d: There are many 
enterprising persons in St. Louls.’"’ 

The work on the motor plow will keep 
Dr. Gatling in St. Louis for some time. Part 
of the work is being done in Granite (ity 
and part in the city proper. During Fis 
stay here he does not remain at hot's_ but 
at 3600 Lindell boulevard. He has his work 


done here tn order to be close to the great 
farms of the West.

“I am told that the chairmen of the 
various music -ecommittees do not inter- 
fere to prevent a singer from advancing 
his or her interests. You can see that the 
possibility for harm {s there. 


Association of 
Singers Wise Move. 

““My idea of the best plan to be pursued, 
so that conditions will be adjusted to the 
mutual advantage of both the singers and 
their employers, would be to form an or- 
ganization of choir singers, and let them 
co-operate with the associated music com- 
mittees or the Protestant churches. 

“I think the plan will probably be put 
through shortly, but there is difficulty. in 
getting some one to start the affair. Sing- 
ers holding positions under the Associated 
Music Committee’s organization would nat- 
urally be chary of promoting a scheme of 
the kind, and the disengaged singers or 
those with positions in other churches, may 
fear to act, thinking that some day they 
may be In a position to need a favor from 
the ‘‘trust.’’ 


Merit Must Be 

Made a Requisite. 

“The one thing to be insisted upon by 
the proposed. onganization is that posi- 
tions be given out on merit alone. At 
present ‘trust’ has the power to make 
appointments in any case it sees fit. Fre- 
quently it accepts the services of mere 
pupils, after the latter have been singing 
but a. short time and are not properly 
trained either in sight read'ng or in hand- 
ling their voices. This undoubtedly keeps 
experienced vocalists out of places. The 
church saves the difference in salary be- 
tween the novice’s pay and that of a 
trained singer.”’ 

“When the plan is once launched it will 
undoubtedly find many supporters. As I 
say, I personally know nothing of the er'tis 
said to be worked by the ‘trust.’ J hear 
of instances, but of my own knowledge I 
have no evidence. There is generally a 
fire behind the smoke, however.” 

Mr. Alfred Robyn, formerly leader of the 
Apollo Club, said: 


“Organization will benefit any set of 


workers in any line. I am not familiar 
with the workings of what you call the 
‘trust." I have heard of the assoclat'on 
and have heard compiaints of singers suf- 
‘ering from its existence. 

“In that case the singers might profit 
by the suggestion to organize and put 
themselves in a position to do a little di-- 
tating themselves. Personally, I have no 
ideas in the matter to offer, beyond this."’

It is.claimed that the excess of alum in the city water would be 
rendered harml*ss by its union with the lime already there, form- 
ing with the other impurities a sediment which would not be 
carried into the mains. But it is not denied that-there would 
always be an appreciable residue of the alum used, which would 
remain in the water. It is this constant residue, and its possible 
action upon the pubtic health, which makes the use of alum 
repugnant: to many people. In some eastern cities, where alum 
fs used to clear the water, the amount needed is very small, 
because the water supply is not seriously burdened with sedi- 
ment. “The conditions in regard to the St. Louis water supply 
are unique. The amount of alum needed here makes comparison 
with exporiments elsewhere worthless.

The = 
employing forces in the election has come from several sources, /M- 
dicating that the thought is prevalent among those who believe 
that the police and election officers in St. Louis are thoroughly 
partisan and unscrupulous. 

Is this counsel wise? The use of arms by ci 
their rights at the pclls would be a desperate and revolutionary 
proceedings. It would not prevent, but increase violence at the 
voting booths. It would probab'y result in wholesale bloodshed. 
The carrying of arms by citizens for the purpose of enforcing 
election rights under the law would be a setting aside of all law 
and a destruction of order. It would be a definite abandonment 
by citizens of legal and orderly means of securing their rights. 

Have all means of securing the election rights of the voters of 
St. Louis. except by force and arms been exhausted? Are the 
voters of St. Louix prepared to thrust aside the machinery of 
law and order and turn their elections into free fights? Is there 
no other way of procedure? 

Certainly every voter in St. Louis is entitled to cast his vote 
without molestation or fear of violence and to have that vote 
counted. It is the duty of the police to protect the voter in his 
right. It is the duty of citizens not to resort to violence or to fight 
the police and the hoodlums, but to demand that the police and 
election authorities do their duty and protect every citizen in his 
legal rights and from every form of violence. 

If the police ond election authorities fail to do their duty, if 
they encourage partisan violence and fraud, it is the duty of citi- 
zens to see that they are deprived of power and office. The power 
to control elections in the legal way lies in the hands of the 
voters of 8t. Louis. 

St. Louis must have peaceful and honest élections. All citizens 
irrespective of party should determine to have peaceful and hon- 
est elections. They should make up their minds to enforce this 
demand. 

If the Democratic administration in St. Louis does not assure 
to every citizen protection from violence or fraud at the polls it 
is unfit to govern St. Louis. Orderly and honest elections are the 
foundations of good government. There can be no compromise 
with fraud or vic!ence. 

But let the citizens of St. Louis stick to law and order. There 
can be no doubt of their victory on that platform.

MISSOURI OFFERING FAT ODDS 
WASHINGTON ELEVEN

Notwithstanding its overwhelming deé- 
feat by the Haskell Indians last Saturday 
at Kansas City, the Missouri University 
football eleven thinks go little of Washing- 
ton University’s team that commissioners 
in St. Louis are looking for bets at the fat 
odds of 2 to 1 on the game to be played 
here at League Park Nov. 8. 

Manager Wayne Smith of Washington 


offers to bet on Missouri at the price 
named. Washington admirers are digging 
down in the rainy-day sock for the last 
shekel, prepared to take everything in 
sight at the price named. 

Just where Missouri gets its idea that it 
is a 2 to 1 shot for the game is not to be 
secn from paper demonstrations. The Has- 
kell Indians scored 40 points against Mis- 
sourl. Illinois scored four more against 
Washington and Illinois in turn rolled up 
24 points against the red men. 

According to Hoyle, Washington would 
have the better of the paper argument. 
Going behind this, Washington played its 
very worst game at Illinois. It could not 
keep the ball, through fumbles, for more 
than three or four downs at a time during 
that contest. Its aggressive strength was 
excellent as long as it had the ball in its 
possession and never once was the aggre- 
gation held for downs. 

Since that game Washington has im- 
proved 8 per cent. It will {mprove 25 per 
cent more during the coming week, as the 
aggregation is ambitious and enthusiastic.
